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Wasatch Mountain 
State Park 


Wasatch Mountain State Park is 22,000 acres, 700 of which are developed for 
recreational purposes, located north of Midway on the east slope of the Wasatch 
Mountains. Situated at an elevation of 6,000 feet, the park has a moderate 
spring, summer, and fall climate and provides all-seasons recreation. 

A unique feature of Wasatch Mountain State Park is it's 27 hole golf course 
that winds through quiet meadows at the foot of the mountains. The course, 
which features spacious greens kept in| top shape by crisp mornings, both open 
and wooded roughs and a variety of bunkers, traps, and water hazards, is a golfer's 
challenge and delight. 

Made-to-order for the young fisherman (12 and under) is a two acre children's 
fishing pond abundantly planted with trout for easy "hooking." 

Located amidst oaks, cottonwoods, firs, and aspens, the Pine Creek Camp- 
ground, having 135 camping sites with utility hookups and modern restroom and 
shower facilities, will suit all camping needs. 

To entice any naturalist, camper, or visiting sightseer Wasatch Mountain 
State Park abounds in flora and fauna, a wide variety of birds, waterfowl, small 
mammals, and upland game.
